To Float Over Havaii 
in Her Peril. 


President McKinley Reverses the 
Cleveland Policy. 


Protection of American Interests 
at All Points. 


Rumor at Honolulu That a Protec- 
torate Was to Be Declared Last 
Monday—The State Department 
Denies It—Japan’s Claims. .

SAN . FRANCISCO, Aug. 3.—The 
steamer Belgic arrived from the Ori- 
ent via Honolulu this morning and 
brought the following Hawaiian ad- 
dives under date of July 27: j 

“The arrival of the steamer Mono- 
wai from San Francisco, due here the 
29th, means much for Hawaii. In 
close official circles it is generally 
understood that United States Minister 
Sewall will carry out the instructions 
received in the last mail, which are 
said to be to the effect that if the 
steamer should bring word that Con- 
gress fails to pass the annexation 
treaty, then Minister Sewall is to de- 
clare a protectorate and raise the 
American flag. 3 

“Minister Sewall has had frequent 
consultations with President Dole 
within the past week, and it is be- 
lieved that they have agreed upon the 
programme. 
“It is said that in view of the at- 
titude vf Japan, Secretary Sherman is 
of the opinion that a United State; 
protectorate is the only way to pre- 
vent hostile action during the inter- 
vening months before Congress recon- 
venes. It is expected that, allow- 
ing for the requirements of diplomatic 
etiquette,, everything will be in readi- 
ness for the declaration of the protec- 
torate on Monday, August 2.

In an interview Dun 
expressed his belief in annexation, 
but while he does not look for any 
rupture which may disturb the 
friendly relations existing between the

THE OFFICIAL ORDERS. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—It is de- 
clared positively at the State Depart- 
ment that there has been no change 
in the instructions given either. to 
Minister Sewall or Admiral Beardslee 
touching their attitude toward the 
Hawaiian question. The Admiral’s 
instructions were to protect American 
interests at all points and _ “°re- 
establish a protectorate, only in the 
event of serious disturbances ‘or the 
commission of some overt act. It 
is not understood that the execution 
of this order was at all dependent upon 
the action or non-action of Congress 
upon the’ annexation treaty.

are to Take the Place of 
Coolies in Hawaii.

MASSILLON (0O.,) Aug. 3.—“The Ha- 
waiian government decided on July 28 
to issue no more six-months residence 
permits to Chinese. This practical ex- 
clusion following the lines of Ameri- 
can legislation, means much tq Amer- 
ican laborers. The foregoing fact, ob- 
tained from indisputable authority by 
Watson H. Wyman and mailed to San 
Francisco, was telegraphed to this city 
tonight. Mr. Wyman.also says: 

“T am able to state that there is in 
contemplation a plan for stocking the 
islands with colored laborers from the 
cane plantations of the United States. 
No white labor can stand the cane- 
field work, nor the wet work on the 
rice plantations nor the humid climate

if It speaks volumes for the patriotism 


of the islands that they are ready to 
make a contract today, when annexa- 
tion is not a certainty, that will result 
in the gradual diminution of Japanese 
labor, for of course, as time progresses 
and existing contracts expire, the la- 
borers now under contract can be de- 
ported and their places assumed by 
the overplus of Louisiana, Texas and 
Mississippi. 

“We are today advised that several 
Japanese vessels are under way here, 
and have it from a most creditable 
source that our steamer brought in- 
structions to those in authority here 
that if the Japanese make a move- 
ment, the American flag is to be raised 
instantly. It is fully felt here that 
this would precipitate an uprising of 
the Japanese, who would be supplied 
with arms from the Naniwa, and who 
could then make it very unpleasant for 
they whites. There are not too many of 
these, and every man of them would 
have to get out and shoot.’ 


THOSE, ABU 3USED BLU B-JACKETS. 


They Were Deserters Trying to na 
cape from the Flag.

WASHINGTON, August 3.—The 
latest advices of the Navy Depart- 
ment from the Asiatic station make

Indiana Strikers Invade 
Busy Districts, 


Men at Wooley Mine Driven 
Qut Like Cattle. 


Pittsburgh District is Gradually 
Becoming Terrorized. 


Gov. Atkinson Replies to the Gom- 
pers Committee—A Woman As- 
sails a Hungarian—Compromise

PRINCETON (Ind.,) Aug. 3.—The 
striking miners of Davies, Pike and 
Gibson counties have taken the march- 
ing fever, and today a movement be- 
gan in which they will attempt to close 
every coal mine in Southern Indiana. 

The march began among the Davies 
county miners. They invaded Pike 
county teday, and have closed the mine 
at Rodgers and the Wooley mine at St. 
Petersburg. It is reported here that 
the strikers entered the Wooley ‘mine 
and drove the men at work out like 
cattle. 

The strikers threaten to seize a 
Louisville and St. Louis Air-line freight 
train and take it to Huntingburg, 
where they will call the men out. They 
will then go down the Evansville 


-branch on the Air line and close all the 


mines in Warrick, Spencer and Perry 
counties. 

Superintendent Holbrook of the Air 
line has asked the Sheriffs of the va- 
rious counties through which his line 
passes, for protection, and it is said 
the Sheriffs have promised it. Trouble 
is feared. 

GAINING IN NU MBERS. 

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 3.—The strikers 
still continue to gain accessions’ to 
their numbers from the New York and 
Cleveland companies’ men. Sandy 
Creek and Turtle Creek mines are com- 
pletely idle, and the Plum Creek men 


with the men encamped in the vicinity. 
Today nearly half of the diggers at this 
stronghold of the company failed to 
/- go to work, and a number of those who 
did go into the pit have promised to 
quit as soon as they clean up the ccal 
now lying in their rooms.

The changes suggested 
are substantially incorporated in a sec- 
tion which provides that all disputes 
arising shall be. submitted to the com- 
mission. If the decision rendered by 
the commission is not satisfactory, an 
appeal to a board of arbitrators can be 
taken. The agreement should then be 
filed in the courts, and therefore deci- 
sions shall have the same force and 
effect as a rule of the court. The award 
will be final on all parties, and execu- 
tion of the amount of such award and 


‘ costs may issue forthwith for the col- 


lection of the same. 

It is hoped to have the required num- 
ber of signers in time to call them to- 
gether some time within the present 
month to perfect arrangements to carry 
it into effect. A meeting before the 
last of the month is not deemed prcb- 
able. When this is done, the operaiors 
by the terms of the contract will be 
ready to confer with the miners about 
the settlement of the strike, 
prepare for a joint meeting of opera- 
tors and miners to agree upon a wage 
scale to go into effect with the uni- 
formity agreement January 1, 1898.

GOV. ATKINSON’S REPLY. 


Will Protect Free Speech but Will 
Repress Lawlessness.

CHARLESTON, (W. Va,) August 
3.—Gov. Atkinsan. has. written a letter 
to Messers. Gompers, Sovereign and 
Ratchford, a committee on behalf of 
the striking miners who called on him 
to inquire coneerning the injunction 
against them and to ask what were 
their rights in connection with address- 
ing miners. 

The Governor reminds them that 
his office is executive and that he 
cannot interfere with the action of the 
courts, but he goes on to say that in 
his opinion there is the utmost freedom 
allowed in discussion in public places 
of any subject, the only restrictions 
being that there must be no trespass 
upon the property of others, nor incite- 
ment to riot or unlawful violencs. 

He assures the men that he will pro- 
tect all citizens in the exercise of rights 
of free speech, warning them at the 
same time that if they abuse that 
right by interfering with the rights 
or property of others he will just as.

SHOCKING STORIES OF PIRACY 
AND SHIPWRECK. 

British Steamer Pegu Looted by a 


Band of Achinese on Board 
the Vessel. 


CAPTAIN AND SEVEN MEN DEAD

LOSS OF A VESSEL AND OVER A 
HUNDRED LIVES. 


Chinese Attack a Mission at Wuchen, 
Riot at Kobe in Which American 
Bluejackets and Jap Coolies 
are Mixed Up,

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 3.—[Special 
Ditpatch.] Shocking stories of piracy 
and shipwreck were brought by the 
steamer Belgic, which arrived today 
:rom the Orient. On Junt 14 Capt. Ross 
and seven of the native crew of the 
British steamer Pegu were murdered 
and sixteen others were wounded by 
Achinese, who had taken passage with 
. the purpose of taking possesion of the 
vessel. Having quieted all opposition, 
the Achinese looted the ship and, with 
their plunder, escaped to the Acheen 
coast on the Island of Sumatra. Here 
they are practically free from punish- 
men. as the inhabitants are nearly a!l 
Gesperate characters. They are Mo- 
lhammedans, and have become notorivus 
for their obstinate and successful re- 
sistance to Dutch supremacy . ' 

Lhe repeated plundering of ships in 
1846 led to an active hunt for pirates 
by British and American warships, but 
undeterred by vengeance meted out to 
tnany of their fellows, others in 1868 
looted the Lesmona, and in 1869 the 
Apenrade and Crofton were success- 
fully exploited. In August, 1874, the 
_ Spark was. captured while on a voyage 
‘from Canton to Macao. On the 6th of 
December, 1890, when the Namoa was 
taken, her captain and two others were 
killed and $20,000 stolen. The Namoa, 
with 250 Chinese and five European pas- 
sengers, was bound from Hongkong 
to Chinese coast ports. Nearly all the 
Chinese were returning home with the 
savings of years.

Knows How to Telegraph With the 
Earth Currents.

NEW YORK; Aug. 3.—[Special Dis- 
patch.] Nicola Tesla says that he has 
reached the solution. of an electrical 
problem on which he has been work- 
ing for a life-time, the simultaneous 
transmission of messages by means of 
the earth’s electrical currents to .as 
many scattered points on the surface 
of the globe as may be desired. Tesla 
gave today an exhibition in miniature 
to a few friends, which he regards as 
satisfactory. He will soon write of 
his discovery in technical terms for the 
benefit of science. 


AERIAL TELEGRAPHY. 


Interesting Experiments by 
liam A, Eidy of New York, 
ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—William A, 
Eddy says that experiments in atmos- 
pheric electricity for the purpose of 
telegraphing without wires were begun 
by him in July last at Bayonne, N. 
-J.,. with two lines of kites supporting 
two lines of copper wire, separated by 
a distance of several hundred feet. 
Maconi of Italy has announced that the 
power to telegraph without wire de- 
pends upon the perpendicular projec- 
tion of the wires at each station, and 
that with separated wires projecting to 
a height of 100 feet he succeeded in 
telegraphing without wires jo @ dis- 
tance of twelve miles. ; 

Mr. Eddy believes that with kite- 
supported wires, messages can be sent 
from New York to Chicago by means 
of three or four intermediate kite sta- 
tions, cach kite station having its wire 
projected to a height of 1500 or 2000 
feet. He says he has been defeated by 
light winds, but the experiment of 
telegraphing without wires will be car- 
riel out as soon as possible. He made 
repeated attempts on Saturday last to 
carry up a duplicate line of wire ‘with 
thé two lines of kites, but the wind 
declined to a calm before the second 
line could be established in the air.

DEATH TO BRIDGES. 


ONE HUNDRED OF THEM SWEPT 
AWAY BY A FLOOD. 


Cloudburst at Castle Rock, Colo., 
Does Several Thousand Dollars’

WAILS OF DISTRESS. 


DISAPPOINTED CONGRESSMEN TELL 
TALES OF WOE, 


Reed Rewarded His Friends 
Got Even on His Enemies in His 
Committee Appointments — How 
the West Was Left in the Cold, 
Pacific Coast Ignored, 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 
« WASHINGTON (BD. €.;) July 25.— 
The murmurs of discontent from dis- 
appointed Congressmen on account of 
the appointment of committees is as 
great as that of office-seekers who 
have failed to get what they wanted. 
So far as I have been able to hear, 
the delegations from Iowa and Minne- 
sota are about the only ones from 
the West that are satisfied, while none 
from the South are pleased. The Mas- 
sSacbusetts members join in the sor- 
row. ~They had seven chairmanships 
in the last Congress and only two in 
this. It may be stated incidentally 
that Massachusetts broke up Speaker 
Reed’s plans for a solid eastern dele- 
gation at St. Louis in his race for 
the Presidency, and Speaker Reed is 
gifted with an excellent memory. 
Whatever the reason for thus weaken- 
ing the influence of the Bay State in 
Congress, it certainly has not popu- 
larized the Speaker in that section. 
Vermont doubled its number of chair- 
manships, and might have had more 
but that was all the representatives 
it was entitled to. New Hampshire, 
which had none, was given one. These 
two States, it will. be remembered, 
were true to the Speaker at St. Louis. 
Maine was given a chairmanship for 
each of its Congressmen except the 
newly-elected one, Gov. Burleigh, who 
went on Public Buildings and Militia 
committees in order to gain experience. 
The geographical distribution of chair- 
manships is interesting. New York 
has 10, Massachusetts, 2; Pennsylvania, 
8; Vermont, 2; Maine, 3; New Jersey, 
3, and New Hampshire, 1, a total of 29 
out of 91 Congressmen; the balance of 


the country has 27 out of 254 Congress- | 


men. The Middle States have: Ohio, 
3: Michigan, 1; Iowa, 6; Indiana, 2; 
Illinois, 5, or 17 out of 58 Congress- 
men; the balance of the States have 
9 out of 196. Congressmen, the States 
thus honored each having one, are 
Kansas, Missouri, Oregon, California, 
Nebraska, Minnesota, North Carolina, 


Virginia and Kentucky. 


Perhaps the greatest disappointment 
is felt over the Rivers and Harbors 
Committee. The Gulf and Atlantic 
coasts and Mississippi and Ohio rivers 
are taken care of, but none of the 
rivers west of the Mississippi nor the 
Pacific Coast have any one on that 


‘committee to look after -their inter- 


ests. The States represented are New 
York, Wisconsin, Ohio. Massachusetts, 
Illinois, West Virginia, Michigan, 


Pennsylvania. Minnesota, Mississippi,. 


Georgia, Alabama, Arkansas. Ken- 
tucky, Florida and Texas. Iowa is 
the principal State on the Mississippi 
left off this committee, but its inter- 
ests will not suffer. unless as to the 
Upper Wisconsin. ‘It is a serious mat- 
ter, however, to the people of Cali- 
fornia, Oregon, and Washington, and 
the concentration of the membership 
on _ East will have an injurious ef- 
ect... 

Probably the angriest man in Con- 
gress is Lewis of Washington. He had 
succeeded in calling general public at- 
tention to himself and expec‘ed to take 
a leading position. He is on the Pub- 
lic Lands Committee only and will 
have very little opportunity .to make 
a reputation there. It involves hard 
work and important work, but no fame 
can be extracted from it. Jones of the 
same State was comfortably obscured 
by being put on the Revision of Laws 
Committee. The former Representa- 
tives, Hyde and Doolittle, were on In- 
dian Affairs, Public Buildings, Immi- 
gration and Commerce committees, 
where they could do a great deal of 
good for their State. Oregon has lost 
its position on the Rivers and Harbor 
Committee from which it profited very 
greatly, but Representative Ellis holds 
his position on Public Lands Commit- 
tee, and in addition is chairman of 
the Immigration Committee, and Rep- 
resentative Tongue is on the Agricul- 
ture and Immigration committees, 
where they can perform much work. 

In railroad matters of the West there 
is a very considerable change. Lacey 
of Towa, who has an international 
reputation as author of a legal text- 
book on railroad law, is off that com- 
mittee. He is now chairman of Public 
Lands and a- member of Indian Affairs. 
‘There’ have been no other changes in 
Iowa, except that Representative Per- 
kins is relieved of his work on the Ter- 
ritories Committee, Representaive 
Cousins is placed on the Mines and 
Mining Committee, and Representative 
Updegraff has the Coinage Committee. 

As to the Pacific railroads, Califor- 
nia was represented last Congress by 
Johnson, who was an earnest suppor- 


ter of whatever these lines wanted. On. 


the new committee Judge Maguire 
takes the place of Grove L. Johnson, 
and is one of the most bitter opponents 
of the railroad. He is the man who 
attacked Johnson’s private character 
during the Funding Bill debate, and 
it now seems like the irony of fate 


‘that he should take the place of his 


antagonist on this commitee. Repre- 
sentative Barham is placed on the 
Commerce Committee as well as Irri- 
gation. Loud has accounts as well as 
the chairmanship of the Postoffices and 
Post Roads, DeVries is on Public 
Lands, Hilborn is unchanged, Barlow 
Civil Service and Election of President, 
where he can do neither good nor 
harm, and Castle, Invalid Pensions, 
which was probably a master stroke of 
Speaker Reed’s humor, suggested when 
he read Castle’s speech in which he 
said that soldiers were but hired as- 
sassins. 

Minnesota and Wisconsin have noth- 
ing to .complain of, and ~ Nebraska 
ought to be happy with Dave Mercer 
at the head of Public Buildings. All of 
the other Western States are left out 
in the cold, so far as favors go and 
there are long wails of distress. But 
for that matter there always are, and 
these will subside by the time Congress 
gets fully to work next winter. Good 
committee appointments are very de- 
sirable, but a good many fine reputa- 
tions have been made by members who 
never succeeded in obtaining such fa- 
vors.

MORE WAYS THAN ONE. 


A NEBRASKAN’S SCHEME TO DIS- 
POSE OF HIS PROPERTY. 


He Locates a Cemetery in the Cen- 
ter of the Cahuenga Valley and 
Then Calmly Waits and Watches 
the Effect Upon His Neighbors. 


The people of the Cahuenga Valley 
are up in arms against one F. W. Sam- 
uelson, a thrifty gentleman from Ne- 
braska, and, if public protestation goes 
for anything, he cannot reasonably ex- 
pect to last very long. : 

The Cahuenga Valley has been, not 
inappropriately, called the garden of 
Los Angeles. It is there that a large 
percentage of the melons, fruits and 
vegetables marketed in this city are 
grown, and the inhabitants are, to an 
individual, proud of the manner in 
which they have, within a few years, 
made an untilled waste develop into 
one of the most beautiful and produc- 
tive sections of the State. 


A little while ago, “when the boom 
was on,” up bobbed Samuelson of Ne- 
braska. He brought with him a little 
money and a desire to accumulate un- 
improved property. A tract lying in 
the center of the fertile valley caught 
his speculative eye, and he soon be- 
came its proud possessor. Before he 
could unload his purchase at a paying 
price, however, the activity in real es- 
tate abated, and he found himself with 
a white elephant on his hands. 

There were those who were unkind 
enough to laugh at the plight of the 
Nebraskan; but these are not, as a 
rule, giving themselves up to uncon- 
trolled mirth at the present writing.

THE SEASON NOW UNDER FULL 
SWAY AT THE OCEAN RESORT, 


No Matter How Many Visit’ the 
Place, There is Always Room for 
More—Reliable Fish Stories not 
Vouched for by the Ananias Club, 


AVALON, Aug. 3.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The Catalina season is now 
under full headway. Hotels, cottages 
and tents have been filling up rapidly. 
Estimates vary as to the number of 
people on the island. There are proba- 
bly not less than 2500 here, and prob- 
ably 3000. In common with other sea- 
side resorts, complaint is made that the 
season so far has not been so good as 
Was expected, but big crowds are looked 
for from now on.

Nine out of ten of the new 
arrivals are anxious to distinguish 
themselves by making a big catch of 
yellowtail or tuna, and old timers try 
to béat former records. In the Metro- 
pole there is a “game book,” in which 
visitors register remarkable catches of 
fish, bags of game, etc. Members of the 
Ananias Club are debarred from mak- 
ing entries in this book under severe 
penalties. When a boating party ar- 
rives with a big catch, the’ proper 
thing to do is to have the fish hung 
upon a frame on the beach and pho- 
tographed, with the proud anglers in 
the background. |

| DEEPER IN THE MIRE. 


Ah Gee Arrested on a Charge of 
Perjury. 

Ah Gee escaped conviction in the 
plainest case of guilt in selling lottery 
tickets ever tried in a court of justice, 
but he is not out of the woods yet.

FAILURE TO CONVICT. 


Ed Arnaz Found not Guilty of Sun- 
day Liquor-selling. 

Ed Arnaz was tried in 
Owens’s court yesterday, for violating 
the Sunday liquor-selling ordinance, 
and found not guilty by the jury of 
twelve men before whom the case was 
tried.

CHICAGO’S CHARITY. 


ALTRUISTIC BELIEFS HELD BY THE 
FOUNDER OF HULL HOUSE. 


> 


She is a Socialist, but Believes in 
Socialism Only When the People 
are Ready to Understand It—A 
True Friend of the Poor, 


{Chicago Chronicle:] Jane Addams 
has been for the last eight years at the 
head of the Hull House settlement and 
the Nineteenth Ward is not yet re- 
deemed. It is still the land of muddy 
and unpaved streets, the haunts of un- 
pleasant people, the region of tene- 
ment houses, the refuge of sweat-shop 
workers, the playground of an innum- 
erable brood of factory children. 

The point is not that Miss Addams 
and the women and men who have sec- 
onded her efforts have failed in even 
the smallest particular to do the things 
that ought to be done. It is simply 
that a person of rather more than or- 
dinary attainments, or more than com- 
mon strength of character, has im- 
mured herself in an environment quite 
unlike her, quite alien, quite foreign, 
has in the fullest meaning of the word 
made sacrifice of herself, without ap- 
preciably changing the condition that 
existed there at the beginning. 

A teacher whose precepts have com- 


-manded the admiration of the world 


and whose own life was a miracle of 
self-abnegation, once said to his fol- 
lowers: “Cast not your pearls before 
swine.” And something of that gen- 
eral sense of manhood’s interest in the 
actions of one necessarily much in the 
public eye warrants the student in the 
inquiry: Has Miss Addams contra- 
vened the precepts of the teacher? 

“Has it paid?’ 

That is the question that was asked 
Miss Addams. 

“Has it done any good? Are there 
results enough to warrant the self-im-_ 
molation of two or eight or twenty 
women of the best quality?” 

“You ask me if it has paid,’ said 
Miss Addams. ‘‘We may as well chal- 
lenge life itself. What is the good 
of having these things if we make nu 
use of them?

Greek. T have too little—not too much, 

“We might as well go to the priests 
over here at the cathedral and point 
out to them that they have not re- 
deemed the people who live in every 
direction around them; and in spite of 
their preaching and service and ex- 
ample of their own pure lives all man- 
ner of sin still exists in their neighbor- 
hood in some measure and among the 
very people who ar@ reached by them. 
They do not think their work has been 
a failure. They know they have not 
reformed a man by speaking to him 
nor redeemed a woman by simply plac- 
ing the right life before her.

The 
man that falls fainting on the street 
will always be taken care of. The 
very passers that never before saw him 
will take up a collection. The very ex- 
cess of his misfortune commands help 
on the spot. and he receives it. 

“But these people were neither 
equipped for life nor were they at the 
edge of death. No one was paying any 
attention to them. And so we begon. 
If I did not believe the work pres- 
pered, that it had been profitable, I 
would quit today. The fact that I am 
going on with it is the best proof I can 
give that I have faith in it. ; T 

“Sometimes,” said Miss Addams, “I 
get discouraged and blue. I suppose 
that comes in every one’s life. It seems 
that it is all wasted and that tnere 
is no help for them. But it 1s never 
for long. Surely it does them good. 
Surely these years of study that many 
of them have taken, the years of con- 
tact with good things, the ideals incul- 
cated, the new habits formed, are 
something to life. When I get despond- 
ent I have only to look at these who 
have come to ‘depend on what they 
get here for their only relief from 
what is undesirable and unhapy. I 


know .that- they = prize that—te helps “ors 


them, and so I am reassured.” 

Some time Miss). Addams believes 
there will be a municipal ownership of 
street. cars and the telegraph and of 
the telephone and of the varied con- 
veniences of the public that are now in 
the hands of corporations. She does 
not want it yet. She declares she be- 
lieves it would be the greatest of 
misfortunes to place the control of 
these great industries in the hands of 
the public as office is now secured and 
administered. Some time she believes 
public office will be regarded as a pub- 
lic trust and that men charged with 
the duty of serving the people will 
have neither purpose nor wish to de- 
base that service in the interest of 
personal ends.. And until that time 
she can see no hope in socialism. 

One misses the whole current and 
moral of her life if one regards her as 
a cultured woman living in the slums. 
She is a cultured woman, of course, 
And equally, of course, her house is in 
the slums. It is a difficult thing to say. 
But she is one of those people. She 
does not beckon them from a height 


‘nor direct them from a distance. She 


does not preach, she does not lecture. 
She lives. And they see her manner of 
life laid down beside their own. May 
be they will choose hers. At least they 
will remember it. 

She enters into their hearts. She 
knows their loves and shares them. 
She knows their interests and seconds 
them. She is good friends with them. 
The saloon-keeper across the street igs 
a good friend. He will help Hull House 
any day. He has helped it. He comes 
to the meetings. No one tells him: “I 
am holier than thou.” He doesn’t keep 
a very nice place. A man that knows 
a Mercury from a Venus de Milo when 
he sees it would have to be very far 
along before he went in there. But if 
he did he would probably get the 
right change and be allowed to wear 
‘his silk bat uncrushed to the street. 

The women of the neighborhood have 
long ceased to regard Miss Addams as 
a dispenser of charity. She is a friend 
—very close friend—and may be she 
can help them.. Anyway, they tell her 
their troubles. And usually she can 
them ‘somyewhat. She doesn’t 
go away when she has performed the 
service. She is right there. She is 
one of them. And so they all lave her 
and trust her, and love and trust the 
women and men she has 
about her. 

And it may be that some time the 
sacrifice of those honest lives will bear 
fruit of an evident redemption.

KEEP POLITICS OUT OF THE WATER- 
WORKS QUESTION. 

Tue Trves has heretofore observed 
that there is, or should be, no politics 
_in the waterworks question. It seems 
‘opportune, if not absolutely necessary, 
to repeat the observation at the pres- 
ent time. Any attempt on the part of 
“any person or persons to inject the 
acrimony of political controversy into 
this question, which is purely one of 
municipal expediency, will meet with 


the severe public disapproval which ‘it 


will deserve. 


The water problem must be solved 
on business principles, in a business- 
like and sensible manner. Those with 
wnom rest the chief responsibility in 
this matter should approach it with- 
out prejudice or ill-feeling, and with a 
sincere desire and purpose to serve the 
people’s interests to the best of their 
ability. There is positively no shadow 
of warrant for the introduction or at- 
tempted introduction of political issues 


of any kind into this question, and’ 


those who attempt to confuse and 
complicate the issue by so doing will 
very soon have occasion to regret 
their action. The voters of Los An- 
geles are very much in earnest in their 
desire and intention to secure a water 
system of their own, and will not per- 
mit any trifling with this question. 
The action of the Democratic City 
Central Committee, in adopting a reso- 
lution indorsing the course of “the 
Democratic city officials,” in reference 
to the water question, and in calling 
upon “the Mayor and all Democratic 
members of the City Council’ to do 
this and that, was ill-advised, gratui- 
tous and unnecessary. If the resolu- 
tion had made no political distinctions, 


_had_ urged upon the Councilmen 


‘and all other city officials the neces- 
sity of prompt and decisive action in 
the premises, no exceptions could have 
been taken. But the resolution, as 
adopted, by implication accuses the 
Republican officials: of remissness in 
the performance of their duty, and so 
is an attempt to force politics into the 
water question. It is, to be sure, a 
feeble attempt in that direction, and 
will prove abortive. But its intent is 
none the less reprehensible for ‘aul 
that. 


: There has been more delay than could 
have been desired in the bringing of 
_*this question to its present stage— 
more, perhaps, than was absolutely 
necessary. But the question is a com- 
plicated one, and time might easily be 
lost by moving with too little care. 
To prepare full and complete estimates 
of the cost of an entire new water 
plant required weeks of patient labor 
in the City Engineer’s department. 
The work of estimating the present 
value of the water company’s plant 
was also a work of great labor, which 
had to be performed with the utmost 
thoroughness in order to be of any 
value. Now that the results of this 
work are before the Council, there 
seems to be a disposition on the part 
of a majority of that body to expedite 
matters to the fullest extent possible. 
Until there is some evidence of ulterior 


purposes on the part of members of | 


the Council, it is no more than fair to 
give the Councilmen, each and ali, 
without regard to their politics, full 
credit for honesty of purpose and a, 
desire to serve the best interests of the 
people. 

There is no room for political con- 
troversies .or differences on this fm- 
portant and vital question. Kvery 
Councilman and every city official, 
whether he be Domocrat, Republican 
or Populist in private life, will be ex- 
pected to do his full duty in the prem- 
, lees, and it will not be well for any

MURDER AND ITS PUNISHMENT. 

The total number of murders re- 
ported in England and Wales in the 
year 1896 was 163. The number of 
murders in the United States in the 
same year is said to have been 10.000. 
The authority for those figures is rather 
vague. There is no national bureau 
for the collection of such statistics in 
this country, and the number of deaths 
from murder for the year mentioned 
is probably overstated. But it is un- 
doubtedly true that the crime of mur- 
der is far more prevalent in the Ufiited 
States than in England. This fact is 
due to several. causes. Beyond ques- 


tion, one of the principal causes of this 


greater prevalence of murder in the 
United States is the lax administration 
of justice. Under the English laws, 
swift and speedy punishment follows 
upon conviction of murder and other 
high crimes. It is extremely difficult, 
if not impossible for a murderer any- 
where in Her Majesty’s domain to 
escape punishment for his crime. 

in the United States it is far differ- 
ent. It appears, sometimes, as if our 
laws were designed rather to shield 
than to punish those who are guilty of 
murder and other crimes, great and 
small. Of the persons arrested for 
murder, the number convicted is pro- 
portionately small, and the number of 
those who are hanged is still smaller 
in- proportion to the convictions. 

It is no wonder, under these condi- 
tions, that the crime of murder is 
widely prevalent throughout the United 
States. It would be strange if such 
were not the case, for the experience 
of all nations has shown that the great- 
est safety for society lies in the stern 
repression of the murderous instinct 
“by the strong arm of- authority. 

What is needed, and greatly needed, 
in the United States is a more rigorous 
enforcement of the laws, not only 
against murder, but against all crimes. 
“The law’s delays” are responsible for 
crimes innumerable. It is time to call 
a halt and to inaugurate a radical re- 


‘form in this matter. The United States 


is fast gaining an unenviable reputa- 
tion as the paradise of the murderer. 
If punishment, swift, sure and severe, 
were understood to be the penalty for 
murder, there would be a marvelous 
decrease in the prevalence of this crime 
throughout the Union. Under present 
conditions and practice, the murderer 
is too often glorified into a sort of 
hero, the enormity of his crime is ob- 
scured by a murky halo of notoriety, 
and justice is tramped under foot. 

We might learn many valuable les- 
sons from English criminal jurispru- 
dence, with profit to ourselves and 
benefit to the community at large, Re- 
spect for the law should be the chief 
corner-stone of our national life, and 
swift punishment for violators of the 
law should be more than a barren 
ideality. 


A DEADLY STREET JUNCTION. 
That poor, old, jammed, crowded 


and cluttered-up street junction— 
Spring and First—is being made still 
more dangerous and deadly by the 
street-car company, which is putting 
in a curve in front of the Wilson Block, 
on the southeast corner. This is sim- 
ply outrageous, and shows conclusively 
that the streets are not the property 
of the city, but are being turned over 
bodily to the Electric Railway Com- 
pany. 

Ever since the cable system was 
built this junction ‘has been one of 
the worst crowded and most dangerous 
to life and limb in the United States. 
Many narrow escapes have been wit- 
nessed at this point, and at least one 
man has been killed. And now the 
dangers are to be manifolded by the 
construction of a curve directly oppo- 
site the one that leads from First 
street into North Spring street. 

Of course it is probable that the rail- 
way company has a “franchise” around 


‘that corner, and the corporation is in 


position to snap its fingers at the public 
and say, “What are you going to do 
about it?” but it is ‘a shame and an 
outrage that such right was ever ac- 
corded an institution which is already 
glutted with franchises. 

The only thing left for the city 
to do is to -permit a third curve 
around the corner at the Nadeau 
Hotel and a fourth one in front 
of the Los Angeles National Bank, 
and then abandon the junction 
wholly to the street-car company, per- 
mitting the dear public to get around 
into the northerly section of the city 
by the way of Temple street or any 
other way .it can. ‘“Hell’s half acre” 
will not be a patching to this particular 
section of Los Angeles from on, 
and death stalks in the trail of the in- 
dividual who ventures in the nen 
hood:

ELYSIAN PARK BOULEVARD. 

The net results of the movement for 
the relief of the unemployed, inaugu- 
rated in this city in February last, is 
admirably summed tp in the report of 
the sub-executive committee of the 
Relief and Park Fund, and in the re- 
port of the retiring secretary, William 
H. Knight, submitted to the Merchants’ 
and Manufacturers’ Association on 
Monday. These reports show that sys- 
tematic business methods were ob- 
served from the beginning. in tho re- 
ceipt and disbursement of the funds 
so generously contributed by the peo- 
ple of Los Angeles for the relief of 
the deserving unemployed.. Every dol- 
lar received is accounted for. A com- 
plete set of books was kept, and the 
accounts show in detail every item of 
receipts and expenditures. Cash to the 
total amount of $24,625.57 was con- 
tributed to this noble cause, in addi- 
tion to about $2000 worth of supplies, 
swelling the total contributions to up- 
ward of $26,600. Different individuals, 
to the number of 765, were employed 
during the progress of the work, and 
these had families dependent upon 
them numbering 3704 persons, exclu- 
sive of the men employed. Relief was 
therefore actually extended to 4469 
persons as a result of the movement. 

This is indeed a splendid showing. 
As Secretary Knight well says, “prob- 
ably no other appeal for a purely phil- 
anthropic purpose ever made to the 
citizens of Los Angeles, or perhaps to 
any other community of its size, has 
met such a prompt, hearty, universal 
and liberal response.” The results are 
in the highest degree gratifying, and 
reflect great credit, not only upon Los 
Angeles as a community, but upon the 
public-spirited gentlemen who took 
hold of the movement in a practical 
manner and carried it to a conclusion 
so magnificently successful. 

As a result of this work, Los Angeles 
has in one of its principal parks a 
beautiful boulevard some two miles in 
length, which has few equals anywhere 
in the world. A trip over this drive- 
way, either on foot, in a carriage or 
on horseback, will give rich returns 
for all the trouble and exertion it will 
eost. At every turn magnificent vistas 
of mountain, valley and foothill scenery 
are revealed. New beauties are un- 
veiled at every step, from the entrance 
at Fremont Gate to the sightly sum- 
mit several hundred feet higher. The 
view from the summit is little less than 
divine, and is worth hours of careful 
study. 

This splendid driveway will stand for 
all time as a monument alike to the 
generosity of those citizens whose con- 
tributions made its construction possi- 
ble, to the untiring zeal, methodically 


directed, of the prime movers and pro- |. 


moters of the enterprise, and to the 
patient, honest work of the hundreds 
of laboring men who gave’ faithful 
service, for small remuneration, to the 
good cause. Most of these men, who 
received only $1 per day, worked as 
hard and as faithfully as if they were 
receiving liberal wages. To _ their 
honor be it said, they performed their 
duties cheerfully and thankfully, seem- 
ing to feel a just pride in the fact that 
they were rendering valuable services 
to the city while providing for the 
more pressing needs of themselves and 
those dependent upon them, _ 

The construction of the Elysian Park 
driveway furnishes a striking illustra- 
tion of the good that can be accom- 
plished by united, harmonious and 
systematic effort in a pressing emer- 
gency. It is a valuable object lesson, 
the effect of which should not, and will 
not, be lost upon any class in this 


community. It is to be hoped that in|} - 


the future no exigency so serious as 
that which brought this movement 
into existence will arise. But if such 
exigency should arise, we shall know 
how to meet it next time, even better 
than it was met before. The.experi- 
ence gained is valuable, even as the 
results are substantial and enduring. 
Another boulevard remains to be built 
between this city and Pasadena. Let 
there be the same vigor and industry 
shown toward this project that there 


was toward majestic highway 


through the beautiful park that towers 
above the city to the northward, and 
thus establish another monument to 
the enterprise and public spirit of this 
gem city of the Golden West.

MEXICAN TRADE. 


CONDITIONS WITH WHICH LOCAL 
MERCHANTS MUST CONTEND. 

Agents Sent to Solicit Business 
Should Have a Knowledge of 
Spanish—Freight by Sailing 
sels from New York Cheaper 

Than by Coast Steamers, 


Juan L. Marshall, a prominent mer- 
chant of Mazatlan, Mex., is in the 
city, having stopped over to visit rela- 
tives while bound for San Francisco 
in connection with business affairs. 
Mr. Marshall was seen at the Nadeau 
Hotel last evening and questioned con- 
cerning the business relations recently 
established between Los Angeles and 
Mexican commercial ports. 

“T have noticed with much satisfac- 
tion the recent attempt to open trade 
between your city and Mexican 
points,” said Mr. Marshall. “I am 
especially gratified with the success of 
the enterprise thus far, and I can state 
with a fair knowledge of the -true sit- 
uation, that the outlook is very prom- 
ising. There is but one obstacle be- 
tween the business men of Mexico and 
Los Angeles and that is the heavy 
charges exacted by the steamship com- 
panies for the transyortation of mer- 
chandise. You may not believe it, but 
it is a deplorable fact, that nearly 
‘every pound of hardware imported at 
Mazatlan and neighboring ports comes 
from New York houses, and is shipped 
around the Horn. Sometimes non- 
perishable goods billed for Mexican 
ports are even carried to Liverpool and 
thence around Cape Horn before we 
receive them, Quite naturally, we 
would prefer to place our business in 
the hands of Los Angeles merchants, 
but as long as it is found more profit- 
able to purchase our gods elsewhere, 
Los Angeles will not reap the benefits 
which, owing to her geographical posi- 
tion, belong: to this city.”’ 

Mr. Marshall spoke hopefully of the 
future for Mexico, expressing himself 
as being thoroughly satisfied with the 
business outlook from the standpoint 
of an inventor. “We are suffering 


from the effects of the prevailing busi- 


ness depression, but luckily, we have 
no Bryans, n no Debses and no “Till- 
mans.”’ 
James Moorkens, who has been in 
Mazatlan during the past few weeks 
in the interests of local firms with a 
view to stimulating trade between the 
merchants at that point and this city, 
is in Los Angeles, having arrived on 
the last steamer. . Mr. Moorkens ex- 
pressed himself as being more than 
pleased with the outlook for the newly- 
established business relations between 


-the- Mexican merchants and tocal con- 


cerns. He said that business is grow- 
ing with every shipment and with 
proper encouragement, the business can 
be promoted to an almost unlimited 
extent. 

“Efforts have previously been made,”’ 
Mr. Moorkens remarked, “‘in the same 
direction, but the principal cause for 
past failures seemed to lie in the fact 
that agents sent to Mexican trade cen- 
ters were men chose chiefly because 
of their general business qualifications, 
not one of whom could utter or un- 
derstand a word of Spanish. It must 
be admitted that this was a ‘serious 
oversight, when it is realized that a 
majority of the Mexican merchants 
speak no language.but Spanish. An- 
other difficulty is that thus far the 
agents who, like myself, have gone 
there to solicit trade, are endeavoring 
to “drum” up business in which, at 
first, the Mexican merchants take no 
interest. As to the difference in 
freight rates referred to by Mr. Mar- 
shall, I can only say that the con- 
dition referred to is most natural.. In 
the first place, the merchandise sent 
from eastern ports comes to us in sail- 
ing vessels, whereas all our Los An- 
geles and San Francisco freight comes 
to us by steamers. The sailing ves- 
sels usually carry full cargo for one 
point, while the steamers. distribute 
their loads ‘along the coast, at the 
same time gathering their cargoes in 
a similar manner.” 

The rate for freight from the port 
of New York around the Horn to 
| Mazatlan is three dollars per ton. The 


rate per ton from Los Angeles to the 


same point is eight dollars. It costs 
more, however, to ship a ton of freight 
frém San Francisco by way of the 
regular steamship lines than it does 
to send the same freight from Los An- 
geles, Cal., to Mazatlan, Mex. 

The Orizaba will leave San Pedro 
Harbor today for Mazatlan with a 
cargo of general merchandise, most of 
which has been consigned by local 
merchants.

JUBILATION OVER PROTECTION 
TO CITRUS FRUITS. 


The Dawn of Prosperity Heralded 
With Enthusiasm in the Heart 
of the Orange Belt. 


CROWDS WELCOME THE GUESTS. 


ONE CENT A POUND THE MOTTO OF 
THE DAY. 


Legislators, Orchardists and Busi- 
ness Men, All Good: Home Pro- 
tectionists, Join Hands and 
Dance in a Ring. 


RIVERSIDE, Aug. 3.—[{Regular Cor- 
respondence.] Riverside is ablaze with 
light and color tonight. The streets 
are thronged with people, the air is vi- 
brant with the stirring strains of brass 
bands and a general atmosphere of- 
jullity prevails. 

It is the night of the great celebra- 
tion grranged in honor of the Executive 
Committee of the Southern California 
Tariff Association, its committe at 
Washington, the officers of the Los An- 
gvles Chamber of Commerce and co- 
workers for a protective tariff on cit- 
rus fruits, as imposed by a Republican 
Congress and approved by Presiaent 
McKinley. The fight was .a hard one, 
and the victory was the result of tire- 
less perseverance and intelligent effort 
on the part of those to whom the im- 
portant task was entrusted. The new 
tarilt of 1 cent a pound on citrus fruits 
means w protection of over two and a 
half million of dollars to the growers of 
Southern California on the coming crops 
early. one-third of which will come 
from Riverside and the immedia‘e vi- 
j Cinilty. The people of this comraunity 
are therefore happy and hopeful, as was 
emphatically evidenced tonight when 
their erthusiasm was given full veni. 

The business section of the town pre- 
sented a brilliant and inspiring spec- 
tacle. Hundreds of electric lights of 
varied hues sparkled on Main streei, 
Letween Seventh and Eighth streets, 
and on these last-named thorousth- 
fares many of the business blocks 
Were biiliant with flags aad bunting. 
A mammoth flag floated across Main 
street near Seventh, while above tne 
balcony of the Rubidoux Block, where 
the cutdoor speeches were made, the 


word “Prosperity” was outlined in 
large letters. 
Several parties of distinguished 


guests, from various sections of the 
State, arrived on the early evening. 
trains, the largest delegation coming 
from Los Angeles under the guidance 
of Secretary Frank Wiggins of the 
Chamber of Commerce. The Arlington 
and Riverside bands were present at 
the Santa Fé and Southern Pacific sta- 
tions to welcome the visitors and 
escort them to the Glenwood, where 
dinner was served. 

Shortly ater 8 o’clock, a dumber of 
the invited guests were seated in tally- 
hos and less-pretentious vehicles, and 
the line of march was taken to Tenth 
Streets, headed by the band. Here 
Capt. M. J. Daniels, the local mem- 
ber of the Tariff Committee that did 
such effective work at Washington, was 
met and the precession countermarched 
up Main street. This was the signal 
for setting off the first of the fireworks 
which made a brilliant display. There 
were several set pieces, the most strik- 
ing of which displayed a huge orange, 
beneath which were the words “One 
cent a pound goes.”” Another displayed 


the words ‘Riverside, the Greatest 
Orange Growing District in the 
World.”’ 


Speeches from the Rubidoux block 
balcony followed. These were listened 
to by a large and enthusiastic crowd, 
that was quick to perceive the telling 
points made by the speakers. 

The speakers from the balcony were 
Senator White, Col. H. G. Otis, M. J. 
Daniels, Senator C. M. Simpson and 
ex-Congressman W. W. Bowers. 

Adjournment was then taken to the 
Glenwood, where a public reception 
preceded the banquet. The ‘ground 
floor of the hotel was lavishly and 
beautifully decorated. The fire place 
in the parlor, where the reception was 
held, was banked with ferns and 
growing plants, the billiard room was 
amass of foliage, the main hallway 
was lined with palms and less pre- 
tentious plants, while the dining-room 
Was garlanded with smilax, and deco- 
rated with wreaths formed of orange 
buds and blossoms, the effect being 
strikingly artistic.

We 
should bear in mind that the great- 
est injury the foreign fruit caused us 
was not so much its normally low 
price, as the abnormally low prices oc- 
casioned by irregular arrivals of large 
consignments, which for time 
being glutting the market, caused our 
growers to receive returns in red, for 
what fruit. they had on the market, 
and in transit. 

“With the orange product nearly 
doubled, it is not only possible but 
very probable, that we may ourselves 
occasion similarly glutted markets and 
losses, if we do not exercise the great- 
est care in the distribution of our 
fruit. In my judgment, the welfare of 
Southern California never demanded 


growers should stand shoulder to 
shoulder, with equal rights, privileges 
and benefits to all, 
the exchangés, for if our fruit is not 
carefully and evenly marketed, the crop 
is so large that we may receive even 
less per box than during the past few

The Call for ‘+ De. Chichester. 

LOS ANGELES, Aug. 3, 1897.—[To 
the Editor of The Times:] The dis- 
patch from Chicago in yesterday’s is- 
sue of The Times, with the heading 
“Dr. Chichester’s call officially in- 
dorsed by the Presbytery of Chicago” 
is at first sight misleading. Dr. Chi- 
chester of the Immanuel Presbyterian - 
Church of this city is not a member 
of the Presbytery of Chicago, and there- 
fore, that body has no jurisdiction over 
him. He is a member of the Presby- 
tery of Los Angeles, whose jurisdiction 
he does most loyally acknowledge. The 
Presbytery of Los Angeles, when Dr. 
Chichester received a call from the 
First Presbyterian Church in Chicago, 
was asked to dissolve the pastoral re- 
lation between Immanuel Church of 
this city and Dr. Chichester. The 
Presbytery of Los Angeles, after hear- 
ing the unanimous view of Immanuel 
Church against dissolving the relation, 
used its (the Presbytery’s) episcopal 
authority, and decided unanimously 
against the proposed dissolution. Dr. 
Chichester, as a loyal Presbyterian, and 
in accordance with his ordination vows, 
frankly accepted the decision of the 
Presbytery on July 22; and, on Monday, 
July 26, fairly and squarely telegraphed 
to the officers of the First Presbyterian 
Church of Chicago the decision of the 
Los Angeles Presbytery, and his deter- 
mination.to stand by that decision, 
i.e., to remain with the Immanuel Pres- 
byterian Church of Los Angeles. 

The statement in the Chicago dis- 
patch that “Dr. Chichester has signified 
a@ personal desire to accept the [Chi- 
cago] call,” is rather. Delphic inits 
double signification, and may have ref- 
erence to the past as well as to the 
present, or may represent a phase of 
the question before the decision of the 
Los Angeles Presbytery. 

At all events, the mere indorsing of 
the call of the First Church of Chicago 
by the Presbytery of Chicago, has no 
legal or Presbyterial force. whatever. 
It has no more power over the situa- 
tion than a series of resolutions in a 
public meeting have the force of a legal 
enactment. They are mere expressions 
of public opinion, and are not legis- 
lative acts. The “official” or unoffi- 
cial indorsing by the Chicago Presby- 
tery of the call of the First Presby- 
terian Church of that city, has nothing 
binding about it whatever.

The Defaulter’s Request to Be Re- 
lieved from Surveillance Denied 
by Bondsmen. 


HANDLED FUNDS OF A CHURCH. 


KEPT NO BOOKS AND THE MONEY 
NEVER WAS COUNTED. 


Has not Resigned as a Church Of- 
ficer—His Mistress Disappears and 
Leaves Him to Get Out of 
Trouble the Best He Can. 


It was expected that W. H. Black- 
man, the defaulting treasurer of the 
Electric Light Company, would on 
yesterday tender his resignation as 
clerk and financial secretary of the 
congregation of the First Congrega- 
tional Church of this city, a position 
Which he has held about the same 
length of time that he held the treas- 
urership of the company he defrauded. 

But Blackman did not resign. In 
fact, he has made no effort toward ex- 
plaining his present situation and the 
dual life he has been leading to either 
his pastor, Rev. Dr. Day, or any of 
the officers of the congregation, all of 
whom have been his warm personal 
friends both in and out of the church. 

Early yesterday the expert and his 
assistants employed by the Electric 
Light Company, resumed the work of 
investigating Blackman’s books, which 
work was hurriedly taken up on Mon- 
day last. Up to the hour of quitting 
work yesterday afternoon, the expert 
had found no discrepancies of sufficient 
amount to warrant a statement that 
Blackman’s defalcation greater 
than he has admitted it to be, namely, 
$2500. It will be remembered that 
Blackman has been for years an ex- 
pert accountant and hence, while able 
to detect false entries in book-keeping 
it is argued that he would be equally 
able to hide such entries, if not com- 
pletely, so nearly so as to cause the 
work of experting his books to be a 
tedious process. 3 

Blackman, accompanied by his wife 
and other relatives, called on Louis 
Vetter of the Pacific Surety Company, 
the bondsman in the case, and en- 
deavored to secure the release of 
Blackman from the constant suveil- 
lance of the detectives. As his bond 
was, for $10,000, the Surety Company 
would, of course, release him in case 
Blackman could put securities for that 
amount in their agent’s hands. Black- 
man was told that the company would 
be satisfied with nothing less than the 
full amount of the bond, because the 
| true amount taken by him from the 
Electric Light Company cannot be 
known until the close of the examina- 
tion of the books. Even Blackman ad- 
mits that he does not know the exact 
amount he has taken, but says he is 


sum first acknowledged by him. 

Evidently Agent Vetter of the Surety 
Company, was not satisfied with Black- 
man’s offers yesterday, as the latter 
was kept under the usual watch last 
night. The defaulter is staying at his 
home at night, the detectives of the 
Surety Company remaining with him. 

Rev. Dr. Day, pastor of the First 
Congregational Church, was seen last 
night in reference to the Blackman 
case and said: “T am more than 
shocked. over the developments of the 
past few days in regard to Mr. Black- 
man, and hardly know what to say. 
Thousands of dolalrs of money belong- 
ing to the church’have passed through 
his hands as financial secretary and 
much of it, most of it, money un- 
counted when it was given to him. It 
would be worse than useless for us to 
examine his books. They would tell 
us nothing. For instance, the collec- 
tions in church on Sunday have al- 
Ways been handed to Mr. Blackman 
uncounted, and he has later on turned 
over a sum of money representing 
these collections, to the treasurer. 

“Now do not understand me as say- 
ing or even believing that Mr. Black- 
man has ever taken a. penny belong- 
ing to the church. All I say is that 
if he has done so, there is no way in 
which we can find out how much has 
been taken, when it was taken or from 
what fund it was taken. The congre- 
gation trusted Mr. Blackman to the 
utmost. True, once or twice certain 
business men in the church have ex- 
pressed themselves as surprised at the 
small amount of cash on hand and 
one or two gentlemen have even gone 
so far as to call attention to the laxity 
| of the system of handling church funds 
and suggested a change, but this was 
not done, so far as I know, on ac- 
count of suspecting Mr. Blackman of 
dishonesty. If he has taken money 
from the church, no one will ever know 
it unless he, himself, admits the crime. 

“Now as to the moral aspect of Mr. 
Blackman’s case,” continued Rev. Dr.. 
Day, “I can only say this. We ex- 
pected his resignation as an officer of 
the church today, but, so far as I 
know, it has not been sent in. All such 
cases as the one in question are 
handled in the church by what is 
known as the ‘Prudential Committee.’ 
This committee investigate a care and 
then reports its findings to the congre- 
gation, which takes final action. There 
will be no undue haste in this matter, 
nor will there be any unusual delay. 
There can be no question, I think, con- 
cerning the dual life Mr. Blackman has 
been leading, and, as I understand it, 
he has confessed to embezzlement. Of 
course, the man may repent of his mis- 
deeds, as I hope he*will, but that re- 
pentance will have to be sincere. [I 
know nothing of the matter other than 
I have told you.” 

Mrs. Abbott, the woman whom Black- 
man has been keeping at No. 219 West 
Sixth street and elsewhere for the past 
two years, has disappeared from her 
home. The house is vacant, although 
the woman has a receipt for rent paid 
in advance up to August 17 next. Mrs. 
Abbott has stated that she had rela- 
tives in Portland, Or., and has also 
said that she was going to them, and 
that she wanted nothing more to do 
with Blanckman under any circum- 
stances. If the woman has left or 
leaves the city for good, the demands 
of Mrs. Blackman will have been com- 
plied with, and she will, in consequence, 
deed her home at No. 1953 Lovelace 
avenue to the suréty company to make 
good her husband’s shortage in cash.

WANT MORE MONEY. 


POLICE COMMISSIONERS WILL AP- 
PEAL TO THE COUNCIL. 


Cannot See the Wisdom of the City 
Auditor’s Reduction in the Orig- 
inal Estimate of Expenses of the 


Department. 


The Board of Police Commissioners 
did not open its formal session very 


promptly yesterday morning on ac- 


count of a close conference which was 
held behind the guarded doors of the 
Mayor's private office. The entire meet- 
ing was devoted to the consideration of 
a number of applications for saloon li- 
censes and a general discussion of the 
estimate of department expenses sub- 
mitted to the City Auditor. 

The application of I. Loventhal for 
transfer of the license for a saloon 

No, 106 Court street from E. T. 
ScciiNikes to himself was grahted: also 
the application for a transfer of a 
saloon license at No. 416 North Main 
street ‘from J. Reiman to Wilhelm 
Ziegler O. W. Valia. 

The application of James Mockel 
for a transfer of the location of a sa- 
loon from No. 347 to No. 830 South 
Spring street was referred to Chief 
Glass. A protest signed by H. W. Hell- 
man and others, against the transfer 
was given the same reference. 

The application for a transfer of the 
saloon license at No. 230 West Second 
street from E. L. Maxwell to J. B. 
Menaseo and H. W. Gorman, and the 
application for a transfer of the sa- 
loon license at No. 106.North Main 
street from Samuel Stein to H. W. 
Butler, were referred to Chief Glass. 

Cc. T. Samuelson, who appeared in

The application of J. I. White for 
appointment as a policeman was filed. 

A general discussion then followed of 
the necessity of inducing the Council to 
restore the City Auditor’s estimate 
for the police department to the figure 
originally named by Chief Glass with 
the approval of the Police Commis- 
sioners.

PROTESTS HEARD. 


Very Small Reduction .in Assess- 
ments Allowed. 


The Board of Equilization yesterday 
began the work of hearing protests 
‘against the assessments of city prop- 
erty fixed by City Assessor Seaman. 
Twenty-one applications were passed 
and reductions amounting in the ag- 
gregate to $3260 were allowed. Of. that 
sum $1800 was cut off because of double 
assessments. 

Most of the cases passed on yester- 
day were for small reductions, but 
their hearing involved the consumption 
of as much time as when large amounts 
were involved. The application of the 
J. T. Lanfranco estate for a reduction 
of assessment from $23,000 to $20,000 
was denied; also the application of D.

LOVE'S YOUNG DREAM. 


RUDELY SHATTERED BY A WRIT 
OF HABEAS CORPUS. 


&. C. Thomson is Determined to Test 
the Validity of a Marriage at 
Sea—Requires That His Daughter 
Be Produced in Court. 


A. C€. Thompson has sued out a 
writ of habeas corpus, in which Homer 
Norman is commanded to produce in 
court his young bride, Janett Thom- 
so1 Norman, and stand a legal battle 
which shall decide whether or not the 
girl is a lawful wife. 

For some time the validity of mar- 
Triages performed on yachts and fish- 
ing-boats, just outside the limit of 


‘State jurisdiciion, has been a question 


open to some doubt. Section 70 of the 
Code provides that ‘“‘Marriages 


may be solemnized by either a* justice 


‘of the Supreme Court, a judge of the 


Superior Court, a justice of the peace, 
a priest or minister of the gospel -of 
any denomination.” In 1895 an amend- 
ment was passed to section 55 of the 
Civil Code, which reads: ‘Marriage is 
a personal relation arising out of a 
civil contract to which the consent of 
parties capable of making that con- 
tract is necessary. Consent alone will 
not constitute marriage; it must be 
followed by a solemnization authorized 
by this code.” 

In the opinion of lawyers, this will 
be an important test case in deciding 
the validity of marriages performed 
just outside the three-mile limit. In 
all probability, the marriage will be 
defended on the ground that it took 
place under the common law, and 


should be recognized in this State for 


the same reason that all marriages 
Which are recognized elsewhere are 
valid here. 

Mr. Thomson and: his attorney, Le 
Comte Davis, Esq., hcld that the mar- 
riage is illegal and void for the reason 
that the contracting parties were not 
married under the laws of any other 
State or country durifig. residence 
there, but went out of the jurisdiction 
of the State of California for the sole 
purpose of evading the law, thus ren- 
dering the whole contract fraudulent 
in its inception, and not valid. It will 
also be urged that a marriage thus per- 


formed at sea for the purnose of evad- 


ing the State law, is illegal, even wnder 
the common law, which requires two 
things, the consent of the contracting 
parties and the consummation of the 
marriage. A nice technical point is in- 
volved in testing the legality of the re- 
lation of man and wife, assumed within 
the limits of the State of California, 
and under the State law, after a mere 
contract which is not recognized by 
that law. 

The petition for the writ sets forth 
that Janett Thomson Norman is only 15 
years old, and that she was induced to 
leave ‘home by a man nine years her 
senior, who took her. outside the State 
limit in a yacht to return immediately 
to the California shore after the so- 
called marriage ceremony had been 
performed by a man in no way author- 
ized to solemnize such a contract. Mr. 
Thompson asserts that his daughter is 
restrained of her liberty, and is ille- 
gally detained from her rightful home 
under his roof. He demands that she 
be produced in court, with a view to 
her restoration to the care and control 
of her parents. 

The case is set for hearing today at 
2 p.m., in Department Six of the Su- 
perior ‘Court. 


LITTLE GUE TING. 


Out of the Frying-pan into 
the Fire. 


Gue Ting, the Chinese girl whose 
elopement a week or so ago: with 
Quon Lee raised such a hubbub in 
Chinatown, is now the center of at- 
traction in the County Jail. Within 
three short hours Gue Ting was ar- 
raigned for grand larceny, gave bonds, 
was married to her wan and slant- 
eyed lover, dined with the beneficent 
and mighty Lord Chief Constable Yon- 
ken and was again arrested by Inspec- 
tor Putnam and lodged in the County 
Jail as a prisoner of the United States, 


-heldfor.examination ‘on the charge | 


of having sneaked surreptitiously and 
illegally over the borders of this free 
and,.enlightened land. 

Gue Ting was arrested in ten Diego 
by. order of Constable Yonken, the 
charge against her being the larceny of 
a pair of gold bracelets and a diamond 


ring, all of which she wore away in. 


her haste to abscond. Quon Lee, her 
lover, got wind of the pursuit and slid 


out of town, taking the train for Los; 


Angeles at a little way station. Gue 
Ting was clapped in jail. 

Then the rival factions came forward 
and openly took a hand. The Quons 
rallied around their kinsman and de- 
clared that he should marry the girl 
he had rescued from a life of slavery 
and shame. The Wongs did not relish 
this practical application of the old 
proverb that “to the victor belong the 
spoils,”” and started in to make Quon 
Lee hustle for his bride. The Wongs 
had'paid $2500 for Gue Ting seven years 
azo and they did not propose to let 
this valuable piece of community prop- 
erty slide out of their clutches without 
a struggle. 

Constable Yonken leaned to the side 
of legality, and Quon and he author- 
ized the secret issuance of a marriage 
license by WwW hich Gue Ting should be 
legally married ‘to Quon Lee the mo- 
ment she should land in Los Angeles. 
The Wongs enlisted the aid of the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office and prepared to 
roll some more rocks into the path of 
true love. 

When Gue Ting was brought up from 
San Diego on yesterday morning's 
train, she was met outside the city 
limits by Constable Yonken, who was 
thus. enabled to guard her in person 
when she alighted from the train. 
About thirty Wongs and Quons were 
collected at Le Grande station to see 
the train come in. The two factions 
eyed each other sullenly as Gue Ting 
jumped down to the platform and was 
promptly hustled into a waiting hack 
by the Constable, but no active demon- 
resco was made until her lover 

hore up to the tarriage to speak to 

Then the Wongs descenaed in 
upon. the hapless Quon Lee and 
were hauling him backward by the tail 
of his tunic when a few energetic com- 
mands from Constable Yonken. caused 
them to let go of the tan-colored Ro- 
meo and dispersed the Quons who were 
gathering to the rescue. 

The hack drove rapidly to the Court- 
house, followed by the Quons who had 
chartered an express wagon and given 
chase. Arrived, a cash bond of $200 
was hastily put up in the Township 
Court, the marriage license was pro- 
duced and Quon Lee and Gue Ting were 
promptly wedded hard and fast by Jus-

Mr. Ling, Gue Ting’s attorney, under- 
took to see that the additional $300 was 
raised by 3 p.m., and the happy bride- 
groom’ was” forced to stand aside and 
see Constable Yonken once more take 
charge of the olive-hued | bride. As 
there were rumors of preparations to 
kidnap the girl, the Constable thought 
it best not to let Gue Ting out of his 
sight, so he took her home to dinner, 
bringing her back to court in the aft- 
ernon. 

While Gue Ting was thus enjoying a 
lonely wedding feast at the white man’s 
table and Quon Lee was endeavoring to 
assuage the pangs of hunger and anx- 
iety with a humble bowl of rice, the 
Wongs were getting in some fine work 
in another direction. Finding that Gue 
Ting was irretrievably lost to them if 
only the larceny charge prevailed 
against her, they called in the aid of 
Chinese Inspector Putnam and gave in- 
formation that she was illegally in the 
country and could produce no certifi- 
cate of registration. 

In consequence of this move, the 
wary inspector make another one of 
the elements gathered in Justice 
Young’s court in the afternoon. Gue 
Ting sat inside the railing, looking like 
a wretched little hunted animal, while 
Chinamen of both factions clustered 
along the barrier and jabbered in the 
corridor. Quon Lee confined his efforts 
in her behalf to sitting still and look- 
ing miserable. Lawyers moved rest- 
lessly about, talking in undertones and 
Chan Kiu Sing slipped here and there 
through the throng, now speaking 
words of comfort to Gue Ting and then 
assuring the English-speaking portion 


-of those interested that the poor little 


bride’s dream of future bliss was to live 
quietly and respectably in Quon Lee’s 
wash-house and never to go near Chi- 
natown or her former masters. | 

When 3 o’clock came the Quons 
failed to put up the bond. Inspector 
Putnam seized his prey and marched 
over to the County Jail ahead of a 
jabbering throng of delighted Wongs 
and disgusted Quons. Gue Ting was 
safely locked in, and then both sides 
rested on their oars. 

It is the current belief that the last 
charge lodged against Gue Ting is a 
trick of the Wongs. The Quons swear 
that the woman is registered and that 
her certificate is being held by her mas- 
ters. They allege that the photograph 
of the girl was taken from the registra- 
tion records and used in her description 
to the San Diego officers. However that 
may be, there is the prospect of a 
lively scrimmage before it is finally 
settled who is the owner of little Gue 
Ting. 


A WHOLE OUTFIT. 


Comprehensive Embezzlement That 
Left Nothing Behind.

GOOD SPORT FOR THE TRUE HUN- 
THER. AT CATALINA, 
5 
The Whiskered Denizen of the Crags 
) and Peaks Makes Things Spir- 


ited and Interesting if Given a 
Chance for His Life. 


‘The tated of hunters who 

visit Catalina Island ‘is not so great 
might reasonably suppose, con- 
sidering the excellent sport offeged. 
Seekers of pleasure and recreation 
have fallen somewhat into, the habit 
of listing the island as a. fisherman’s 
paradise exclusively. While no greater 
mistake could be made, it is easy 
enough to understand why the aver- 
age visitor makes it. If every one of 
the hundreds who land at the Avalon 
wharf almost daily during the season 
should be told how easy it is to. make 
Short excursion into the hills back 
of: the bay with a good Winchester 
and slaughter wild goats until he be- 
-comes ashamed of himself, the goat 
hunting wouldn’t last long. 

‘Still, as far as the game is concerned, 
there doesn’t seem to have been any 
diminution in the supply during the 
past few years,.

Some hunters 
hold. that when struck by any sort of 
missile he is simply paralyzed with 
fear and unable to move a muscle, 
However oe this story may be, the 
writer has s en at least a dozen big 
billles brought into camp, not one of 
which had ived an injury sufficient 
to stop a jjack-rabbit. A 22-calibre 
rifle-is usually used and it nearly al- 
ways’ happens that the animal is more 
injured by falling down the jagged 
cliff. sides than by the. hunter’s bullet. 
A hunter named Kellogg recently 
brought an immense buck into Avalon 
with no~other outward sign of injury 
than*a tiny hole through a front foot 
madé small rifle bullet, Exam- 
ination sHowed the animal’s neck. had 
been’ broken in his headlong tumble 
down thé mountain side.

“One can searcely fail to find what 
he is‘looking for if -he ‘travels in any 
direction into the mfountains, though 
the ranges are better, the game 
thicker and the ground easier to.cover 
if a northerly or northwesterly direc- 
tion is taken. Hunters out for a day 
er more frequently camp in Silver 
Cafioh, a few. miles back -from the 
coast:, Goats in great quantity abound 
in the ‘rugged hifig néar by, and’ it is 
no trick. at all to have a nice fat kid 
broiled over the ‘camp-fire coals at 
every meal.

GENERAL EASTERN MARKETS. 


Grain and Produce, 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 


CHICAGO, Aug. 3.—As has been the regular 
custom of late, wheat started strong at an 
advance on the previous day’s closing price, 
and for the same reason, as on former oc- 
casions, the strength of some one or other of 
the foreign markets. This morning it was 
Liverpool, which before trading commenced 
here reported an advance of 24d per cental 
for September delivery, or the equivalent of 
8c per bushel since Friday last. The advance 
here in the same time, taking 76 as the price 
this morning, has been 1c a bushel, just 
one-half that at Liverpool: The first trades 
in September were chiefly at 76%, but the ad- 
vance brought out very heavy offerings, and 
a quick break to 755 resulted. It soon re- 
covered again to 76, and during the next hour 
it fluctuated between 75% and 76%. The Rus- 
sian shipments to Europe last week were much 
heavier than had been looked for, and made 
the total from the chief shipping countries to 
Europe 5,103,000. bushels, against 3,851,000 the 
week previous, and 4,308,000 bushels for the 
corresponding week last year. The quantity 
on ocean passage increased 80,000 bushels, 
Chicago receipts were 331 cars, of which 311 
were from this year’s crop. Minneapolis and 
Duluth reported 371 carloads received, against 
490 ears the year before. Liverpool stocks of 
wheat have reduced 1,816,000 bushels since 
July 1. Dispatches from New York kept in- 
creasing the number of boatloads bought for 
export there until at 12 o'clock the number 
bad risen to 119, and they claimed 100 worked 
yesterday, making 219 for the two days, or 
the equivalent of 1,752,000 bushels. Some of 
that business was wheat bought for shipment 
at Chicago. The bulk of export takings was 
credited to the continent, but the United 
Kingdom was likewise in the market and tsok 
springw heat. The closing cablegrams were 
strong—Paris 70 centimes higher for flour and 
from 15 centimes to 25 centimes for wheat, 
while Antwerp. showed another 25-centimes 
rise for American red wheat, and Liverpool 
closed with a net gain of 2d per cental. The 
primary western receipts were 795,000 bushels, 
against 595,511 busheis a year ago. rad- 
street's made the world’s visible 62,000 bush- 
els more than it was last week, but to that 
has to be added an increase on the Pacific 
Coast during July of 1,135,000 bushels. Ex- 
ports of wheat and flour from Atlantic ports 
for the day were equal to 670,000 bushels. 
Toward the end the amcunt of business done 
for export had expanded to 150 boatloads at 
the seaboard, according to some reports, and 
to 400,000 bushels here, which merely give an 
indication of the vast demand as it appeared 
“to the fifty boatloads~ more 
or less cutting no figure. September touched 
the highest figure for some time; reacting 
only 4c. September opened 4@'éc higher at 
76%, sold off to 754%2@75%, advanced to 77%, 
and closed with sellers at 77. Corn continued 
to rule strong, influenced by the advance in 
wheat and the dry, ‘hot weather that still pre- 
vailed in Kansas. The market for oats was 
relatively not as active as would be expected. 
There was quite*a good independent inquiry 
from the outside as well as :ocal people. Pro- 
visions opened strong at 10c advance each for 
pork and lard and 7%ec for ribs, due, it was 
said, to hog receipts being 2000 less than es- 
timated.

DEATH SENTENCE SIGNED. 

Judge Torrance of Department Two 
of the Superior Court signed the death 
sentence of Manuel Chavez this morn- 
ing, and fixed the date of his execution 
at San Quentin on Friday, October 8, 

Chavez was brought into court this 
morning by Deputy Sheriff Ward, and, 
through an interpreter, advised of the 
procedure of the court. He has lost 
the indifferent air that has character- 
ized his appearance in the courtroom 
since the beginning of his trial, and 
this morning when he was ushered into 
the presence of the court he almost col- 
lapsed from’ nervousness. As he 
crouched in the chair at the side of 
his attorney his face was a study, re- 
sembling the look of a wild beast at 
bay, with all hope of flight gone. He 
twitched nervously as the interpreter 
began an explanation of the signing of 
the document which consigns him to 
his fate, and his eyes followed first the 
court and then the interpreter in rapid 
succession as section after section. of 
the sentence was pronounced, first by 
the court and then by the interpreter, 
County Clerk Holcomb, in the presence 
of the court and the few spectators, 
officially witnessed the signature of 
the.Judge to the death warrant. 

The condemned man was led back to 
the jail and photographed. In the aft- 
ernoon Deputy Sheriff Jennings de- 
parted with him on the Corona for San 
Quentin, where he will be confined in 
irons until the date of his execution.

The teachers 
engaged to fill such vacancies will be 
employed only for the interim, when 
the regular teachers are absent and 
with the understanding they must step 
down when the absent ones return. 


MURDBRER RECOGNIZED. 


Archie Kelso, charged with the mur- 
der of his father, Henry Kelso, at Wyl- 
lie station on the Pittsburgh, Virginia 
and Charleston Railroad, September 17, 
1896, was in San Bernardino last Sat- 
urday and recognized by J. C. Christy, 
an attorney here who was.an intimate 
friend of the murdered man. He met 
young Kelso, who is about 22 years of 
age, on Third street and recognized him 
from his photograph, as he has a very 
peculiar face and he knew him when 
but a mere lad. As he looked at Kelso, 


the latter caught his eye and dropped 


his own and hurried no, secured a-ride 
on a delivery wagon for the depot and 
left the city. Mr. Christy saw Sherift 
Holcomb and posted him, but it was 
too late as Kelso had vanished. The 
accused is very slight of build, only 
about 105 pounds in°weight. He killed 


} his father by taking him out to a grave 


and getting behind him, hitting him on 
the back of the head with a club. He 
then cut the head off and threw it into 
the river and buried the body under 
some rubbish near the scene of the 
murder. He was caught at Ponca, 
Okla., July 138, and taken back, but 
while in the care of two officers he 
played sick when beyond St. Louis and 
had his handcuffs taken off. While one 
of his captors dozed, he put both hands 
on the window sill of the car, under 
pretense of being sick at his stomach, 
and in an instant made the leap for 
life, with the train going fifty miles 
an hour. As soon as the train stopped 


the officers hurried back and found 


where he had struck and trailed him 
across the country, aided by a large 
posse of citizens. They found where he 
had joined a.funeral procession but 
where he left it they’ could not dis- 
cover, and he escaped, He is probably 
still in Southern California, with ‘the 
chances of Los Angeles being his stop- 
ping place. aie
